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« A Proclamation for the vtter aboliſhing of 


the making of Starch of any ſtuffe whatſoeuer, 
within the Realme of England, and dominion of Wales. 
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Hereas hereroforc many ſhewes and pre- 


TE tentes haue bene made from time to time, that Starch might and 
A chould be made of cleane Bꝛanne, oꝛ ot muſty , vnſauourp and bn- 
"1 holſome Cozne vnfit foz mans food, oz of ſome rootes oz other 
things that were not of the nature of food, By meanes whereof, 
* Licence and Toleration hath ſometimes bene giuen fo: the ma- 
Al king of the ſame within this Kingdome, both in our owne time, 
and in the time ok the late Quecne Elizabeth, of famous memoꝛie de- 
ceaſed, And benefit and commoditie hath and might ſtill haue redounded vnto Us, our heires 
and ſucceſſours , by the voluntary contributions of the makers of Starch within our 
Realmes, if we would haue continued the ſame Toleration : But it hath appeared bnto Us 
by Certificats from diners parts of this our Realme, eſpecially in the late times of Dearth 
and ſcarſitie of Coꝛne that ſuch makers of Starch did waſte and conſume Wheat, Meale, 
Flower, and ather like ſtuffe, good and mboleſame foꝛ the ſuſtenance of our loning Subiects, 
in great aboundance : And it is ſtill manifeſt by dayly experiente, that though perhaps they 
ble ſometimes a little cleane Bꝛanne oꝛ buwholeſome Cozne , yet it turnes all but to deteipt, 
and is vſed but as a colour, whileſt they make indeed the great maſſe of their Starch of good 
and perfect heat. Theretoꝛe, as ſoone as Wee were certainely inkoꝛmed that this new, 
baine, ſuperfluous and hurtfull pꝛactiſe of Starch making could not be continued in this our 
Rcaline , without the intolerable loſſe and waſte of ſo neceſſary a ſuſtenance of life, as is 
Wheat ( which in the times of greateſt plentie is by a pꝛouident Pꝛinte to be pꝛeſerued, aſwell 
fo thepzeſent ble, as foꝛ pꝛouiſion againſt Dearth and ſcarcitie, which is euer to be feared, and 
mhereot we haue had lo late and grienous experience.) 
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And where we were further alſo infoꝛnꝛed by like Certificats, that the making of Starch 
bꝛought with it an other effect of as ill conſequente as the fozmer, by infecting the aire with a 
itoylome lent foꝛ a great diſtante round about the plates where the lame was made, So as 

it was conteiued to be no mall cauſe of the bꝛeeding and nouriſhing ok the plague, which hath 
ſo long afflicted this our Realme. when theſe things (as Wee haue ſaid) appeared vnto Us, 
Wee did take it to be a neteſſarp care and duety belonging vnto Us and our Crowne, tore- 
dꝛeſle ſo great an enoꝛmitie, being apparantly malum in ſe. And therefoze Wee did with all con- 
uenient ſpeed by our Pꝛoclamation, bearing date the tenth dap of January laſt, ſtraitiy charge 
and command all maner of perſons whatſoeuer, Licenced oꝛ vn-Licenced ;that they ſhould 
from aud after certaine times now paſt, foꝛbeare to make any Starch within this our Nealme 
of wheat, Nubbles of Wheat, Pollard, Bꝛanne, oꝛ any other ſtuffe oꝛ ſtuffes whatſoener,as 
by the ſamd Pꝛotlam ation map appeare. Neuertheleſſe, Wee are tertainelp inkoꝛmed, That 
there are in Lox» ox, and the Suburbs thereof, and in diners other parts of this our 
Realme,ſundzy perſons that ill continue the makingofStarchin high contemyt of Us and 
our ſaid laſt Pꝛoclamation: which their contempts(though they tan no way bee exculed) yet 
Wee, (that defire by all meanes alwel to guide and dirett our Subiects to their duc obediente, 
as to require the lame at their hands, ) haue thought fit in one onely direct and plainz 43297 
tlamation, to expꝛeſſe our Selfe in this behalfe, That neither by varietie of Pꝛoclamations, 
noꝛ by Tolerations oꝛ diſtinctions ot perſons oz times any pꝛetente of ignozance , doubtkull 
vnderſtanding, oz other excuſe may bee made, either by theoffendours themlelues, oꝛbp the 
Juſtices ofthe Peace, oꝛ other Officers that are to looke to the execution of our Pꝛotlam ation 
in this behalfe, And therefoꝛe hauing fully reſolued, that it is very requilite ( fo2 the cauſes 
aboue mentioned, and to take away all chikts and euaſions whatſoeuer) abſolutelp to ſup⸗ 
pꝛeſſe and baniſh the making of Starch in all places of this our Realme of England, and do⸗ 
minion of Wales whereſoeuer, alwell of voheat, Flowze, Meale, rubbles of voheat and 28262, 
as of roots oꝛ any other ſtuffe whatſoeuer : 

Wee doe now once againe ſignifie Our pleaſure touching the fame, to all our loning Sub⸗ 
tects by this Our Pꝛoclamation, willing, and ſtraitly charging and commanding all aud 
all maner ofperſons whatſoeuer, that they doe not at any time hereafter make, oꝛ cauſe to be 
made any maner of Starch, of any ſtuXe whatloeuer within this Our Realme and Domini⸗ 
on; And kurther, that they no2 any ok them doe at any time hereafter, ſell oꝛ vtter, oꝛ tauſe to 
be ſold oꝛ vttered to any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, any ſuch Starch ſo to be made within 

the ſayd Realme oz Dominion. And furthermoze, fozalmuch as it is found by experience, 
that a ſpeciall and chiefe cauſe of the dayly contempts heretofoze committed in this behalke, 
hath beene occaſioned aſwell by Grocers,Chandlozs, and the like Netaploꝛs, as by other per- 
ſons, who buy of the Makers verpcheape, and thereof make great gaine , and foꝛ their gaine 
encourage and {mboldenthe Makers and conueyours, (who being needy and meane perſons 
are ſtirred with ſmall p2ofit,cſpecially, when they are put in hope of eſcape oꝛ impunitie by per⸗ C 
ſons of better condition, ) wee doe therefoze hereby will and require, and ſtraitly charge and 
tommand, not onely all and ſinguler Grocers, Chandlers,Retailers,and all maner of perſons 
vſing the buying and lelling t trading of Starch in any ſoꝛt howſoeuer;but allo al and ſinguler 
other our louing Subiects of what qualitie oz condition ſoeuer, Within our laid Realme and 
Dominion: That they and euerpof them doe hereafter vtterly fozbeare aud refraine from 
buying oꝛ cauſing to be bought, either directly 02 ind.Cecly.lecretly oz openly,any Starch what- \ 


ſbeuer, knowing the ſame tobe made within our ſaid Realme oꝛ Dominion, contrary to this 
our expꝛeſſe will and royall pleaſure hereby ſignified vnto them as afozeſaid. And if any perſon 
02 perſons whatloener, ſhall doe oꝛ pꝛeſume to doe any thing againſt this our PÞ:oclamation oz 
any part thereof, wee doe hereby let them know that we are fully reſolued, and doe intend to 
pꝛoteed againſt all euerp ſuch offendour and offendours with ſeueritie as ſhal befit the great- 
neſſe of their contempts, in a matter ſo apparantly tending to the publique good and benefit of 
the Common wealth. And wee doe further by thele pꝛelents ſtraitly charge and command 
all and ſinguler Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs 
and all other our Officers and louing ſubiects whatſoeuer, vpon paine of our indignation and 
heaup diſpleaſure, That they and euery of them within their ſeuerall pꝛetintts doe from time 
to time, and at al times hereafter carefully and diligently ſee, and take oꝛder that this our roy- 
all Commandement be in all points fully and ſtrictly obſerued and obeyed, and that neither 
they noꝛ any of them doe, oꝛ ſhall ſuffer any perſon oꝛ perſons within their ſeuerall pzecinctsto 
offend oꝛ doe any thing contrary thereunto: but that they doe from time to time by all fit 
meanes make ſearch and inquirie, what perſon oz perſons ſhall offend againſt the tenour of 
this our Pꝛotlamation in any point. And if they the ſaid Juſtices of peace, Matozs,Batliffes, 
oz other chieke officers of Cities 0z Townes cozpozate, oꝛ any of them, ſhall finde oꝛ bee cer- 
tainely infoꝛmed of any perſon oz perſons offending in any the points afozeſatd , That in 
luch tale they ſhall and do immediatly cauſeall and euery ſuch Offendour and Offendoursof 
what qualitce oꝛ condition ſoeuer, to be appzehendedandcommitted to pꝛilon tothecommon
